to validate confirmation of certain sales and issue of certain sale certificates by 

Subordinate Collectors, Deputy Collectors and Assistant Collectors. 

Preamble.- WHEREAS by virtue of the Madras Subordinate Collectors 
and Revenue Malversation (Amendment) Regulation , 1828 (VII of 1828 ), 
as in force in the Malabar district referred to in sub -section (2) of section 5 
of the States Reorganisation Act, 1956 (Central Act 37 of 1956 ), the Subordi 
nate Collectors, Deputy Collectors and Assistant Collectors had power to 
confirm sales and to issue sale certificates under theMadrasRevenue Recovery 
Act, 1864 (Madras Act II of 1864) ; 

AND WHEREAS the said Madras Regulation was repealed by the 
Kerala Public Accountants Act, 1963 (37 of 1963), with effect on and from 
the 19th day of November , 1963 ;. 

AND WHEREAS even after the repeal of the said Madras Regulation , 
the Subordinate Collectors, Deputy Collectors and Assistant Collectors con 
tinued to confirm sales and to issue sale certificates under the Madras Revenue 
Recovery Act, 1864 (Madras Act II of 1864 ) and, after the repeal of that Act, 
under the Kerala Revenue Recovery Act, 1968 (15 of 1968 ) ; 

AND WHEREAS the Subordinate Collectors, Deputy Collectors and 
Assistant Collectors were authorised to exercise the powers of a Collector 
under the Kerala Revenue Recovery Act, 1968 ( 15 of 1968 ), with effect on 
and from the 21st day of July , 1970 ; 

AND WHEREAS it is necessary to validate the confirmation of sale 
and the issue of sale certificates by the Subordinate Collectors, Deputy Col 
lectors and Assistant Collectors on or after the 19th day of November, 1963 
and before the 21st day of July , 1970 ; 

BE it cnacted in the Twenty -eighth Year of the Republic of India al 
follows: 


1. Short title. - This Act may be called the Revenue Recovery (Vali 
dation of Sales and Sale Certificates) Act, 1977 . 
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2. "Revival of Madras Reguction VII of 1828 and validation of certain pro 
ceedings.- ( 1) The Madras Subordinate Collectors and Revenue Malver 
sation ( Amendment) Regulation , 1828, (VII of 1828 ), repealed by the Kerala 
Public Accountants Act, 1963 (37 of 1963), shall with effect on and from the 
19th day of November , 1963 be deemed to have been revived and to have 
continued in force up to and including the 14th day of December, 1968, for 
the purpose specified in sub- section (2 ). 

(2 ) All confirmations of sales purported to have been made and all 
certificates of sale purported to have been issued by any Subordinate Collector 
or Deputy Collector or Assistant Collector under the Madras Revenue 
Recovery Act, 1864 (Madras Act II of 1864), during the period commencing 
on the 19th day of November, 1963 and ending with the 14th day of December 
1968, shall be, and shall be deemed always to have been , valid as if such 
confirmations were made and such certificates were issued by virtue of the 
powers conferred by the Madras Subordinate Collectors and Revenue 
Malversation (Amendment) Regulation , 1828 , as revived by sub-section (1). 

3. Amendment of Kerala Act 15 of 1968 and validation of certain proceedings. 
(1) The Kerala Revenue Recovery Act, 1968 (15 of 1968 ), shall, during the 
period commencing on the 15th day of December, 1968 and ending with 
the 20th day of July , 1970, be deemed to have effect as if for clause (c) of section 
(2), the following clause had been substituted , namely : 

" (c) " Collector" means the District - Collector , a Subordinate 
Collector, a Deputy Collector or an Assistant Collector or any other officer 
appointed by the Government by name or by virtue of his office to exercise 
the powers and perform the functions of a Collector under this Act;" . 

(2) All confirmations of sales purported to have been made and all 
certificates of sale purported to have been issued by any Subordinate Collector 
or Deputy Collector or Assistant Collector under the Kerala Revenue 
Recovery Act, 1968 (15 of 1968), during the period commencing on the 
15th day of December, 1968 and ending with the 20th day of July , 1970 , 
shall be, and shall be deemed always to have been , valid as if such confirma 
tions were made and such certificates were issued under the said Act as 
amended by sub- section (1) . 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
Under the Madras Revenue Recovery Act, 1864 (II of 1864),which was 
in force in the Malabar area of the State , sales of immovable property had 
to be confirmed and sale certificates had to be issued by the Collector. Under 
the Madras Subordinate Collectors and Revenue Malversation ( Amend 
ment) Regulation , 1828 (VII of 1828), which was in force in the said area , 
the Subordinate Collectors, Deputy Collectors and Assistant Collectors 
had power to confirm sales and issue sale certificates under the Madras 
Revenue Recovery Act, 1864 . But that Regulation was repealed in its 
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application to the Malabar area of the State , by section 9 of the Kerala Public 
Accountants Act, 1963 (37 of 1963), with effect from the 19th day of November, 
1963. Even after the repeal of the said Regulation , the Subordinate Collectors 
Deputy Collectors and Assistant Collectors in that area continued to confirm 
sales and to issue sale certificates without taking notice of suchrepeal. The 
officers were, however , authorised to exercise the powers of the Collectors 
under the Kerala Revenue Recovery Act, 1968, with effect from the 21st 
July, 1970. The confirmation of sales and issue of sale certificates by the 
Subordinate Collectors, Deputy Collectors and Assistant Collectors during 
the period from the 19th November , 1963 to the 20th July, 1970 , may be 
considered to be invalid as there was no provision empowering them to do 

It is therefore considered necessary to validate such confirmation of 
sales and issue of sale certificates . 

2. The Bill is intended to achieve the above object.

5. The candidates who have passed the S. S. L. C. Examination 
w th Malayalam as lsi Language Part I will be exempled from appearing 
for Paper VI, the paper in auditional language as in the case of Ar..bic 
Teacher s Examination provided they have secured 40 percent or above 
marks in Malayalam . 
NOTE: - Candidates who have pa sd S S. L. C. and who require 

exemption under the provision conta nec in this paragıaph should 
produce ihe true copy of relevant pago: of S. S. L. C. book in 
which marks have been entered , duly attested by a High School 
Headmaster along with their application for admission to the 
examination . The original S. SL, C. Book should be produced before 
the Chief Superintendent of the centre roncerned for verification when 

they go over to receive the admission ticket 
6. The candidates appearing for the examination sh uld have comple 
ted 15 years of age on or before 10-10-1977 the date of commencement of 
the examination . - 

7. The can idates appearing for the examination for the first time 
sh uld be as full course candidatts, le ., they should .pp ar for all subjects. 

8. The candidates who have o.ce appeared for the Urdu Higher 
Examination ( New Scheme) are alone eligible , for compartmental 
appearance. 
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9. The candidates have to submit their application in anuscript or 
typewritten in the form given in appendix I to this notification . Appli. 
cations should be prepared in half sheet of foolscap paper and, particulars 
may either be neatly written or typewritten . No printed forms will be 
supplied from this office . 
Note : There should be two passport size photographs (bust alone) one 

affixed in the admission ticket and the other in the identification 
certificate. Photographs should be those taken recently, ie. not 
more than six months before the date of application and they should 
be affixed in the spaces provided in the admission ticket and identi 
fication certificate and attested by Gazetred Oifcer of the State or 
Central Government or M.P.or M.L.A. or Headmaster of High 
Schools or Training Schools or Asst. Educational Officer. No. 

Rubber Stamp should be affixed on the photographs. 
10. Candidate s identification certificate and admission ticket must be 
in separate slieets of paper . Applications which are not in the prescribed 
form (annexed to this notification ) and do not contain all the requisite parti 
culars will be rejected . 

11. The fee for admission to the examination for two parts, (all 
papers) is Rs. 25 and the fee for each part (three papers) is Rs. 15. 

12. The fee for admission to the examination should be remitted into 
a Government. Treasury in Kerala State under the Head of Account 
" 077 Edn. B (a ) 1 Examination fees" and the chalan receipt in original 
should be forwarded along with the application . 

13. Last date for remittance of fee without fine is 25-6-1977 . 
14. Last date for remittance of fee with a fine of Re. 1 is 2-7-1977 . 

15. On no account the fee will be accepted at the Office of the 
Commissioner for Government Examinations by cheque or in cash or in any 
other form . 

16. Fee once remitted will on no account be refunded or adjusted 
towards the fee for a subsequent examination . 

17. The applications for admission to the examination sliould be 
addressed to the Secretary to the Commissioner for Government Examina 
tions, Trivandrum - 14 by Registered Post so as to reach him by 6-7-1977 at 
the latest. Late application will not be accepted . 

18. Candidates should write their names and addresses dist nctly and 
in full in the application . Name should be written in block letters and 
should be exactly similar in every respect with that in the qualification 
certificate 

19. Applications which do not conform to the provisions in this noti 
fication or found defective otherwise shall be summarily rejected without 
previous notice. 

20. Covers containing applications for admission to the examination 
should be superscribed Application for admission to the Urdu Higher 
Examination , October 1977 ” . 
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21. Candidates should obtain their Admission tickets from the Chief 
Superintendents of the respective centres at least five days before the date of 
exam nation . Admission tickets will not be issued on the day of the 
examination . 

22. The Chief Superintendent will issue the Admission ticket to the 
candidate on proper acknowledgement provided he is satisfied with the 
identity of the candidate . 

23. Applications from candidates for scrutiny of their valued answer 
scripts will be accepted within 15 days from the date of publication of 
results . The fee for scrutiny is Rs. 5 per paper and the amount should be 
remitted under the head of account " 077 B Secondary (c) other receipts" 
in the name of the candidate and the original chalan receipt should be sent 
along with the application . 

24. Mark list will be issued to the candidates on production of original 
chalan for Rs. 5 under the head of account " 077 B Scc . (c) other receipts” . 
Note : If the number of candidates registered in a entre is too small such 

centres will be cancelled and the candidates will have to take their 
examination at neighbouring centre.

2. Pursuant to summons the parties appeared and the General 
Secretary of the Union submitted his claim statement in which it was con 
tended that the dismissal of the six employees is illegal, improper and in 
violation of all principles of natural justice, that the estate is having an 
extensive area of 100 acres that the tapping in the said estate was started 
before 10 years, that there are more than 50 employees employed in the 
estate for the various works in the field and in the factory, that the practice 
adopted by the Management in the said estate is not to allow anybody 
to work for more than 5 years, that this practice was coutinued without 
anybody s objection till a strong trade union was organised in the estate, 
that the benefits of the Plantation Labour Act are not granted to the 
workers so far , that the union brought the matter to the notice of the 
Plantation Inspector who made enquiries regarding the same, that the 
Union submitted a demand on 2-1-1974 , that the Labour Authorities con 
vened conciliation conferences regarding the same and the Management 
was not present in the conciliation conferences and that the Management 
stopped tapping in order to harass the workers thereafter. The Union 
continued that on 20-2-74 the Management invited the workers for 
settling the accounts, that in the said discussion , the Management was 
not amenable to consider the demands of the workmen , that in the 
meantime the Minagement tried to send out lots of rubber in the 
lorries, but the workers demanded that at least one of their demands 
should be settled before despatching the same, that the Management 
immediately sent for the Police and the Police registered a crime case 
against the workers at the outset but finally it was dropped since the 
· Police found out that the case was baseless. 


Thereafter the Management filed a private complaint and in spite of 
tle intervention of the Sub Insector of Police to settle the matter the 
Management did not pay any heed and therefore the workers were con 
strained to resort to direct action . In the meanwhile an advertisement 
was issued by Shri Gop Wakrishnan Nair , advocate, Nedumangad declaring 
that he is an enquiry officer appointed by the Manager to conduct an 
enquiry , into the alleged charges levelled against the workers. No 
intimation was given to the Union about the same or regarding the 
place and time of the enquiry. The workers informed the enquiry officer 


not to proceed with the enquiry, since the whole matter was pending 
conciliation in the Labour Department and prayed for an adjournment of 
the enquiry . But nothing was communicated afterwards by the enquiry 
officer . The enquiry officer is the legal adviser of the estate and he can 
never do justice to the workers, since he is biased. Later on from the 
Labour Department it was mide known that some of the workers were 
dismissed from service which act of the Management is improper, illegal 
and highly objectionable, since the dismissal is against all basic prin . 
ciples of natural justice. 

The Union thereafter expatiated on the illegality of the action of the 
Management etc., and concluded with 

a prayer that can award 
may be passed reinstating all the workmen with back wages and continuity 
ofservice. 

3. In the reply statement submitted by the Manager of Rajan 
Estate all the contentions of the Union were repudiated and it was alleged 
further as follows 

" Rajan Estate is a composite estate measuring only about 40 acres 
which owned by four individuals, viz., Dr. D. Santha Bai, Annie 
Mari Sarojini, Mrs. Edith Devasahayam and Dr. M.S. Rajan,. The area 
owned by each is separate and distinct and demarcated by metes and 
bounds. The estate managed by Dr. M.S. Rajan . The workers wer : 
actually working under different emplnyers during 1973-74 tapping season . 
M /s S. Thankaswamy and A. Moideen (Tappers) were working under 
Dr. D. Santha Bai, M /s N. Thankappan and T. K. Thankappan were 
working under Annie Mari: Sarojini, M /s N. Yacob, R. Chellan an : 
S. Soman Pillai were working under Mrs. Edith Devasa hayam and 
M /s R. Jaison , D. Thomas and N. Shahul were working under 
Dr. M.S. Rajan . The estate has never employed more than 13 employees 
at any time and length of service of the workers referred to above range 
upto 10 years at which time only tapping in the estate was commenced . 
The Management has been treating the workers justlý , properly and 
impartially and at no time in the past was there any labour dispute 
worth the name. The provisions of the plantation Labour Act are not 
applicable to this estate and this aspect has been accepted by the concerned 
authorities. It is true that the six workers concerned in the dispute were 
dismissed by the Management for their nefarious and concerted criminal 
acts . I t is ad nitted that the Union issued a demand , notice on 2-1-74 . 
The demands were all frivolous and of vexatious nature. Not even big 
estates can concede to the demand for granting Rs. 300 per worker as 
loan or to provide assistants for tappers etc.,. On 20-2-1974 , which 
is the date fixed for payment of weekly cash , when Annie Mari Sarojini 
and Dr. Rajan were engaged in verifying the accounts for disbursement 
of wages to the workers the 6 persons named in the reference order 
along with another, armed with deadly weapons made their appear. 
ance on the door steps leading to the office room suddenly and demanded 
advance payment of Rs. 300 for each of them declaring that the amount

could be adjusted in easy instalments during the next year. When it was 
refused to be acceded to , the concerned employees blocked the exit from 
the office room and wrongfully confined Dr. Rajan and Annie Mari 
Sarojini for nearly 8 hours. Worker Thankaswamy threatened and 
intimidated Dr. Rajan with an open knife and prevented him from 
going outside. They were freed only after the arrival of the Police 
by about 11 p . m . There was no attempt on the part of the Management 
to remove the rubber sheets in the lorry, since the rubber shects were 
taken in the trailer of the jeep as usual. It is true that a crime case 
No. 43/74 was registered and the matter is now pending as C.C. No. 202/74 . 

The S. I. of Police , Katrakkada has never interfered and has never conve 
ned any conference. The concerned workers have been creating a riðtous 
situation unheard of in any other plantation ever since the incident of 
20-2-74. On 20-3-74 Dr. Rajan , his driver and co -passengerswere man 
handled at Kottoor Junction (near the Estate) and the Van in which 
they were travelling was extensively damaged . The workers forcibly 
entered the estate premises and the bunglow , forced open the doors and 
windows, destroyed the records, demolished ventilators, light, furniture, 
fixtures, and had taken away many articles and records, belonging 
to the estate. The loyal workers were threatened and assaulted . The 
Police after satisfying themselves of the concerted and continued criminal 
actions of the concerned workers , adopted 107 proceedings against several 
persons as M.C.19/74. The workers have committed arson etc.. and crime 
case No. 90/74 is pending before the Magistrate Court.. For two months 
theManagementwas not allowed to go to the estate. 

The Management adopted disciplinary action against their employees 
and registered notices in this behalf were issued to them calling for their 
explanation. All the registered no ices were returned refused . There upon 
Sbri D. Gopalakrishnan Nair, Advocate , Nedumangad was appointed to 
conduct an impartial domestic enquiry and this fact was also intimated 
to the concerned workers by registered notices. All these notices except 
one were also returned unserved . Thereafter the enquiry officer served 
notices on the employees and the Management, regarding the conduct of 
the enquiry by registered post. The said notices to the workers were also 
reluined unserved . In the meantime worker R. Chellan voluntarily left 
the service of the Management and so fu ther proceedings against him 
was dropped . The enquiry was posted to 11-1-74 , but since the workers 
did not appear the enquiry officer started the enquiry after the fact of 
conducting the enquiry was published in the local daily “ Thaniniram " 
on 9-4-74. 

Although the fact of the enquiry was published in the 
local daily on 9-4-74 the delinquents, deliberately absented and so the 
enquiry was conducted ex-parte. The workers had purposely refrained 
from participating in the enquiry . Usually the Unions are not inti 
mated about the domestic enquiries, since workers are informed of the 
same. 


The enquiry officer has never been the legal advicer of the estate 
or acted for an i on behalf of the estate at any time. The statement 
that he is biased etc., is with out any boa 1.fides. But even supposing he 
is a legal adviser there is no legal bar for him to conduct a domestic 
enquiry . The six persons were dismissed only after being satisfied that 
they are guilty of the chargesmade against them and on the basis of the 
findings arrived at in the enquiry. The order of dismissal is quite just 
and reasonable and it does not deserve interference by this Tribunal on 
any of the grounds recognised in this behalf. There is no question of 
victimisation or violation of principles of natural justice as alleged by the 
Union . The enquiry was conducted justly and properly in conformity 
with all principles of natural justice” . 

4. The Union has thereafter submitted a replication in which they 
have controverted all the allegations of the Management. The Union 
has pointed out that when the publication in the Thaniniram daily 
dated 9-4-1974 was seen by the workers regarding the enquiry, the workers 
on 11-4-74 wrote to the enquiry officer that they did not have faith 
in him and so the enquiry may be adjourned . A letter to this effect was 
handed over to the enquiry officer on 11-4-1974. 

5. The case came up for evidence and the Management examined 
the enquiry officer as- M . WI. and marked Exts. Mi to Mll and Ext. W1 
regarding the question of the validity of the enquiry. The Union also 
examined ww1 to WW3 and marked Exts. W2 to W4 regarding the 
question of the validity of enquiry. Thereafter the learned counsels of the 
parties argued about the question of validity of enquiry succinctly. 

6. The enquiry officer was examined asMWI. He has deposed that he 
was appointed as the enquiry officer by Dr. M. S. Rajan , that the 
incumbents were 7 tappers, that the workers did not participate in the 
enquiry in spite of the fact that notices were issued to them by registered post 
which were returned as refused , that he has conducted the enquiry on 
11-4-1974 in his office, that the first enquiry was posted on 6-4-1974 and 
notices were issued regarding the same early , that Ext.Mi is the authoris 
ation of the Management appointing him to conduct the enquiry , that the 
copy of the notice issued to the workmen regarding the posting of the 
enquiry on 6-1-1971 is marked as Ext. M2, that the refused letters are 
marked as Extr M3series 1 to 6 , that the Management and their witnesses 
were present in the enquiry but the enquiry was adjourned to 11-4-1974 and 
again notices were issued to the employees concerned and the matter was 
published in the daily Thaniniram on 9-4-1974 , that the publication is 
marked (the paper ) as Ext. M4, that on 11-4-1974 Dr. Rajan and the 
witnesses were present but none of the workers were present, that the 
workers were then declared ex-parte , that the witness schedule submitted by 
the Management is Ext. M6 , that the copy sent to the workmen which were 
returned unserved are marked as Ext. M7 series, that the depositions of the 
Management s witnesses are marked as Ext. M8series, that the show cause 
notice is marked as Ext. M9, that the returned show cause notices are 


marked as Ext. M10 series , that the enquiry was conducted ex-parte because 
the workers deliberately absented from participating in the enquiry etc., 
that he has come to the findings in the light of the evidence adduced before 
him and the copy of the findings is marked as Ext. Mil and that he has 
found the workers guilty of the misconduct alleged against them . 


This witness was extensively cross-examined by the Union. The Union 
has devoted much time in their attempt to bring out that Advocate 
Shri Gopalakrishnan Nair is practising along with Advocate Shri N.Chandra 
sekharan Nair and that Chandrasekharan Nair was the legal adviser of the 
estate , But these allegations were simply denied by the witness who has 
asserted that Chandrasekharan Nair was not the legal adviser of the estate . He 
has admitted that in the C. C. case 202/74 the accused were discharged on 
the basis that there was no sufficient evidence . The judgement of the case 
wasmarked through him as Ext. W1. He has admitted that Advocate 
Chandrasekharan Nair was present along with the prosecutor in that case. 
He has deposed that witnesses were examined in one day , but he has not 
cross-examined them , that they were giving only voluntary statements and 
that the paper publication was done only in Thaniniran . He has 
categorically affirmed that the enquiry,was conducted justly and properly, 
that several opportunities were given to the workers to present themselves in 
the enquiry , that the allegations of misconduct were proved in the enquiry 
and that the workers have not given any letter to him on 11-4-1974 request. 
ing for an adjournment of the enquiry and if such a letter has been given he 
would have adiourned the enquiry. 

7. WW1 is Shri Thankappan , T. K. The summary of his deposition is 
as follows: 


Chief: I was a tapper in Rajan Estate . Now I have no work . I was 
dismissed from service after 20-2-1974 . But that fact has been known to me 
only from the Labour Officer when I went to the Labour office and 
enquired. I was not served with the dismissal notice. Six workers were 
sent out of service . The reason was not informed . We have submitted a 
demand notice on 2-1-1974 to the Management. We have adumbrated 
20 demands. We have given a copy to the Labour Officer . Conferences 
were convened by the Labour Department. They have issued ten letters 
inviting for conferences including two telegram . They are m - rked as 
Ext. W2 series 1 to 10. The demands were noted and on 20-2-197 + there 
was a discussion between the Management and the Union in the estate. 
No decision was taken . During the discussion the Management declared 
that the tapping was stopped . Then we have demanded certain advances. 
In the meanwhile the Mangement winted to take away the rubber sheets . 
But we have told them that only after giving usmoney they need take the 
rubber sheets outside the estate. Then they in ormed us that they are not 
taking the rubber sheets away from the estate. Thereafter the Management 
got down the Police and the Police charge-shceted a case against us for 
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abstraction . A private complaint was also filed before the Nodumangad 
Magistrate s court. In that case the workers were discharged and the 
judecment is already marked as Ext. Wi. Were you informed about the 
enquiry ? ( A ) No.In none of the covers it is stated that the letters were refused . 
In the letter sent in my name it is stated that the addressee could not 
be seen . In Ext. M5 letter also it is not stated that I have refused . 
No witness schedule or documents were given to us regardin ; the enquiry . 
The enquiry was known to us only through Thaniniram daily . We have 
immediately sent a letter to the enquiry officer requesting for adjourn 
ment which is marked as Ext. W3. The certificate of posting is marked 
as Ext. 14. 


In the cross- examination he has deposed that out of the six workers 
four were staying in the estate, that the Postman used to come to the 
estate, that he does not know anything about the enquiry since he has 
changed his residence to Nedumangad during that period , that he has 
given the address to the Superintendent but there is no record to show 
that 

he has given the address to the Superintendent, that 
he has informed the Post Master to redirect the letter and that this infor 
mation was given to the Post Master only after issuing the publication 
in the Taniniram daily . For a leading question to the effect that why 
he did not participate in the enquiry after seeing the publication , he 
has answered that they have sent a letter by post requesting for adjournment, 
He has stated that the Post Office and the Advocates Office 
are adjacent. He has finally admitted that on the date of enquiry 
they did 

not present themselves for enquiry since there was 
a case against them on that day. For a leading question to the effect 
that they have deliberately not participated in the enquiry his answer 
was that he has applied for adjournment. 


8. WW2 is Shri Rassac, Trade Union worker. He has deposed that 
he is the Convener, of the Thottam Thozhilali Union in the Kuttichira 
area in which the Rajan estate is situated that he has interfered in 
the dispute, that he has submitted the demand on 2-1-1974, which is 
marked as Ext. W +, that the Labour Department has invited them for 
conferences but in none of the coiferences theManagement has taken 
part, that there was a discussion with theManagem nt in their bungalow 
on 20-2-1974 but the Management requested to adjourn the discussion 
about the demands for which we were not amenable and that it is 
not right when it is said that the workers have obstructed and wrong 
fully confined the estate Manager and his sister on that day in the 
estate . He has continued that after 20-2-1974 the Union had not ta ked 
with the Management, that the six cmployees concerned in this dispute 
are dismissed from service, that he does not know whether there was 
an enquiry , that the Minagement has not informed the Union about the 
enquiry, that he has seen the publication in the paper, that he has 
asked the enquiry officer to adjourn the same but the enquiry officer 
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has not informed them that it is adjourned, that the postal receipt of 
the letter sent to the enquiry officer for adjourning the, enquiry is 
produced before court and that the workers are sent out of service 
without any enquiry . 

In the cross -examination he has deposed that in Ext. W4 demands 
there was no reference to the dismissal of the concerned six workers, 
that the Union has not filed any complaint before the Management 
regarding the dismissal of these workers since they have come to know 
about this matter only from the Labour Department, that the workers 
bave not complained to the Union about their dismissal, that the 
Union has never submitted any demand regarding the dismissal of the 
workmen but the union has informed the workers to file the application 
for adjournment, that in the application it was stated that since there 
was a case in the criminal Court the enquiry should be adjourned , 
that on 11th of that month he was at Trivandrum , that he has not 
made any enquiries about the domestic enquiry thereafter, that hewas 
under the impression that there was no enquiry and that he had come 
to know about the dismissal from the Labour Office when he had 
gone to the Labour Office as usual. He has also deposed that after 
the dismissal there was an agitation . It was for reinstatement of these 
workers and also for arrears of wages. 


9. WW3 is Shri R. Bhaskaran Asan , Trade Union Worker, who has 
deposed that he is the Secretary of the District Estate Employees 
Union at Trivandrum , that he has interfered with the Management 
regarding their demands dated 2-1-1974 that he has participated in the 
conferences of the Labour Department, that the Management was not 
participating in any of the conferences, that it is not right when it is said 
that the workers have assaulted the Manager on 20-2-1974 , that the 
criminal case taken against the workers has been decided in favour 
of the workers , that the workers do not know whether there was an 
enquiry conducted against them , that it was seen in Thaniniram that 
Advocate Shri Gopalakrishnan Nair will be conducting an enquiry , that a 
petition was given by the workers requesting 

that the 
enquiry may be adjourned , that the letter 

given 
Ilth, that he himself was giving the letter to the enquiry officer on that 
day , that the postal rece pt is produced , that Advocate Gopalakrishnan 
Nair is known to him , that the said Advocate was practising with Advocate 
Chandrasekharan Nair, that Advocate Chandrasekharan Na was the 
Advocate of the Management in the criminal case that in none of the cases 
it was found that the workers were guilly, that the dismissal of the 
workers is not known to the workers or to the Union , that the matter was 
known from the Labour Department which was during the continuation 
of the agitation , that the Union has not made any demand to the 
Management, that these workers should be reinstated since neither the 
Union nor the workers were aware of the enquiry and the dismissal, that 
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on

only after coming to know about the same from the Labour Department 
that the Union has sent a letter to the Management demanding the 
reinstatement of the wo, kers and that the copy of the said letter can be 
produced . 

In the cross-examination Ext. W3 letter was shown to the witness 
and was asked whether the date and place can be pointed out, and the 
witness declared that the place is Kottoor and date is 11-4-1974 . He has 
also denies that the Union has notmade ar y demand to the Management 
for reinstatement of the workers. 

10 After perusing the contentions and the oral and documentary 
evidence adduced by both the parties and hearing their counsels respecti 
vely and also perusing the enquiry proceedings (Ext. M8 series), I have 
declared my order in open , court on 17th January 1977 , that the enquiry 
which was conducted by the enquiry officer Advocate Shri D. Gopala 
krishnan Nair, can only be considered as valid and proper. Thereafter the 
learned counsels for both the parties submitted that argument notes are 
being filed by them respectively regarding the merits of the case and so 
the matter was taken up for award . Despite the fact that both the parties 
were given ample opportunities to submit their argument notes respectively , 
the learned counsels of both the parties did not submit their argument 
notes up till date. 

11. Now that I have held that the enquiry was conducted validly 
and properly, I am duty bound to go into the question whether the findings 
are just and proper or perverse and the punishment meted out by the 
Management is fair or severe, i. e., disproportionate to the misconduct 
proved against the delinquent workmen . 

12. The letter appointing Advocate Shri D. Gopalakrishnan Nair as 
the enquiry officer is marked as Ext. M1. Ext. M2 is the copy of the notice 
issued by the enquiry officer posting the enquiry on 6-4-1974 , issued to the 
Management. Ext. M3 series 1 to 6 are copies of the aforementioned 
enquiry notice issued to the workers concerned , by the enquiry officer. 
These are registered covers which are returned to the sender since the 
addresses were not available on the estate. Ext. M5 series and Ext. M7 
series are also registered covers containing notices intimating about the 
enquiry and the posting of the enquiry, sent to the workers concerned in 
this case, which were also returned to the sender on the basis of the 
absence of the workers at the addresses. It is interesting to note thatthe 
postal authorities were keeping Ext.M3 series, M5 series and M7 series 
letters for the full period of 5 of 6 days with them in order to deliver them 
to the concerned addressees as and when they were available at the address. 
Ext. M4 is the copy of the “ Thaniniram " daily newspaper dated 9-4-1974 
which contained the notice published by the enquiry Officer Advocate Shri 
Gopalakrishnan Nair , in which he has stated about the enquiry proposed 
to be conducted by him on 11-4-1974 in his office at Nedumangad. In 
Ext. M4 notice all the names of the delinquent workmen , the misconduct 
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alleged against them and the date, time and place of the enquiry were stated 
clearly. Admittedly Thaniniram newspaper in which Ext. M4 notice was 
published was sern by the workers concerned including the Union Secre 
tary Shri Bhaskaran Asan , who was examined before this court as Ww3. 
The Union and thcworkers cocerned have admitted unanimously that 
they have seen the publication , but they have sent a letter to the enquiry 
officer to adjourn the enquiry to another date . In order to substantiate 
their contention , they have produced a certificate of posting of an alleged 
letter said to have been sent to the enquiry officer, which was marked as 
Ext. W4. On a perusal of Ext. W4 certificate of posting it is clearly seen 
that the date is 11-4-1974 and the place is Nedumangad Post Office. At 
this juncture it has to be noted that the Nedumangad Post Office is situated 
adjacent to the Advocate s office of the enquiry officer Shri Gopalakrishnan 
Nair and the enquiry was admittedly conducted in the Advocate s office of 
the enquiry officer. Therefore the alleged letter which was taken by the 
wo kmen to the Post Office at Nedumangad could have been handed over 
to the enquiry officer directly had the workmen wanted to do so by 
simply going to the advocate s office where the enquiry was conducted , 
which is situated just near the post office. If at all the delinquent workmen 
thought of getting an adjournment of the enquiry sincerely, there was 
no bar for them to submit the letter requesting for an adjournment, directly 

the enquiry officer himself who was proposing to conduct ! the 
enquiry on that day in his office . WW1 Shri Thankappan is one of the 
concerned workers. He has categorically admitted that the advocate s 
office of the enquiry officer and the post office at Nedumangad are 
situated adjacently . WW3 Shri Asan , who is the Secretary ofthe Union , 
has categorically admitted that the office of the enquiry officer was known 
to him , that it was he who has taken the letter to the post office ., that 
he was also awarc that the enquiry officer s office was situated closeby . 
From the aforementioned facts it can be gathered that although the 
delinquent workinen and their Union Secretary were fully aware of the 
fa t that the enquiry was to be conducted on 11-4-1974 at the Advocate s 
office of the enquiry officer at Nedumangad on 9-4-1974 itself through 
the Thaniniram Daily , they have not gone to the Advocate s office on 
11-4-1974 deliberately, but had sent a letter through the post on 
11-4-1974 requesting for an adjournment of the enquiry which was 
to be conducted on 11-4-1974 itself . If at all they had any idea of 
getting adjournment of the enquiry, there 

bar 
for them to present the letter of 

request for 

adjournment 
directly to the enquiry officer who was to conduct the enquiry in his 
own office which was situated near the Post Office itself. From these 
actions of the delinquent workers and their union leader, any reasonable 
person can come to the only conclusion that the delinquent workmen and 
their union leaders have decided not to participate in the enquiry 
deliberately, inspite of the fact that several series of notices were sent to 
them intimating them about the place, date and time of the enquiry 
and also notice was published in Thaniniram paper regarding the same.

As long as the delinquent workmen were adamant in their attitude 
of non -participation in the enquiry , any number of notices or publi 
cations will not persuade them to participate in the same. 
clusion can be upheld in the light of the various notices, viz., 
Ext. M3 series, M5 series and M7 series respectively and also Ext. M4 
publication in the Thaniniram newspaper. In the afore-mentioned 
circumstances the conduct of the enquiry exparte, by the enquiry 
officer can only be considered as quite just and proper. 

13. On a perusal of the enquiry proceedings which are marked 
as Ext. M8 series, it is seen that the Management has examined MWI 
to MW7 in the enquiry on their side. MWI is the Manager Dr.M.S. Rajan 
and MW7 is his sister Smt. Sarojini. MW2 to MW6 are the eye witnesses, 
who have seen the employees committing the offences alleged against them . 
MWIand MW7 have spoken to the charge and all the other witnesses have 
corroborated them fully and absolutely. MW2 is the Superintendent of 
the Rajan Estate and MW3 and MW5 are the employees attached to 
the estate . MW4 is the driver of Dr. M. S. Rajan s van and MW6 
Shri Raghavan is the adjacent property owner. 

14. - MWI and MW7 have categorically declared that on 20-2-1974 
when they were engaged in calculating and verifying the accounts in 
order to pay the employees, since the tapping of rubber was stopped 
on that day for the season , the concerned workmen armed with deadly 
weapons jointly made their appearance on the door step leading to 
the office room , wherein they were sitting and demanded from 
Dr. M. S. Rajan an immediate advance payment of Rs. 300 to each of 
them saying that the amount of advance can be adjusted_from the 
wages due to them for the coming year in easy instalments . Dr. Rajan 
refused to accede to their demand and all the concerned employees 
blocked the exits of the office room , and continued to do so for nearly 
8 hours. During this period when Dr. M. S. Rajan tried at one time 
to get out of the office room , one of the tappers, viz ., Shri Thankaswamy 
intimidated him with an open penknife and thereby prevented him 
from going outside. Finally at li p.m. because of the persuasion , 
cajoling and coaxing made by the Superintendent of the estate together 
with Shri Raghavan the adjacent property owner and the van driver 
Shri Gopala Pillai, the workers allowed MWI and MW7 to go out of the 
office. All the other witnesses have completely corroborated the version 
of MWI and MW7 respectively. Of course, since it was an ex parte 
enquiry there was nobody to cross-examine these witnesses. The enquiry 
officer has taken iuto consideration all the evidence adduced before 
him and has come to the conclusion in his findings which are marked 
as Ext. Mil that the delinquent workmen are guilty of the charges 
levelled against them as contained in the show cause notice dated 
5-3-1974 . On any stretch of imagination I cannot come to the conclusion 
that the findings of the enquiry officer are perverse. On the other hand 
I have no hesitation to declare that the findings of the enquiry officer 
are quite just and proper in the circumstances of the case. 
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15. The punishment meted out by the Management to the delin 
quent workmen is the capital punishment of dismissal. When the gravity : 
of the misconduct is taken into consideration the punishment cannot be 
cons dered as to be severe . Hre are a set of workmen , who arming 
themselves with deadly weapons, surrounded Dr. M.S.Rajan and his 
sister Smt. Sarojini and kept them wrongfully confined in the office 
room of the estate from 3 p.m. to 11 p.m. intimidating them 
and demanding an advance of Rs. 300 per head suggesting that 
the amount of advance will be paid in easy instalments from the wages 
to be paid to them in the year yet to come. This action of the workmen 
can o ly be considered as befitting to rowdies and scrundrels , which can 
never be allowed in any industrial establishment, whether it is an estate 
or a factory. Therefore the punishment of dismissal meted out to them 
by the Management can only be considered as just and reason . 
able and so I hereby uphold the action taken by the Management aguinst 
the concerned workmen , viz., dismissal from service. 

16. I pass my award accordingly and this award shall come into 
force on the expiry of thirty days from the date of its publication in the 
Government Gazette .

THE CENTRAL SALES TAX (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1976 

( Act 103 of 1976 ) 

An 

Act 
further to amend the Central Sales Tax Act, 1956 . 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty - seventh Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: 

1. Short title. - This Act may be called the Central Sales Tax (Amend 
ment) Act, 1976 . 

2. Amendment of section 2. - In section 2 of the Central Sales Tax 
Act, 1956 (74 of 1956 ) (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), - 

(a) after clause (a), the following clause shall be inserted , 
namely: 

(aa) " business " includes 

(i) any trade , commerce or manufacture, or any adven 
turc concern in the nature of trade, commerce or 
manufacture, whether or not such trade, con,merce, manu 
facture, adventure or concern is carried on with a motive to 
make gain or profit and whether or not any gain or profit 
accrues from such trade, commerce, manufacture, adventure 

or concern ; and

or 
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( ii ) any transaction in connection with , or incidental or 
ancillary to, such trade , commerce, manufacture, adventure 
or concern ; 

(ab ) " crowing the customsfrontiers of India " means crossing 
the limits of the area of a customs station in which imported 
goods or export goods are ordinarily kept before clearance by 
customs authorities. 

Explanation.- For the purposes of this clause , " customs station " 
and " customs authorities” shall have the same meanings as in the 
Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962) ; ; 

(b) for clause (b ), the following clause shall be substituted, 
namely : 

* (b ) " dealer ” means any person who carries on ( whether 
regularly or otherwise) the business of buying , selling , supplying 
or distributing goods, directly or indirectly, for cash , or for deferred 
payment, or for commis aon , remuneration or other valuable 
consideration , and includes 

(i) 

a local authority , a body corporate, a company, 
any co-operative society or other society , club, firm , Hindu 
undivided family or other association of persons which carries 
on such business; 

(ii) a factor, broker, commission agent, del credere 
agent, or any other mercantile agent, by whatever name called , 
and whether of the 

description as hereir before 
mentioned or not, who carries on the business of buying, 
selling, supplying or distributing, goods belonging to any 
principal whether disclosed or not; and 

(iii) an auctioneer who carries on the business of selling 
or auctioning goods belonging to any principal, whether dis 
closed or not and whether the offer of the intending purchaser 
is accepted by him or by the principal or a nomince of the 
principal. 

Explanation 1. - Every person who acts as an agent, in any 
State, of a dealer residing outside that State and buys, sells ,

Rule 32 of the Central Civil Service (Pension ) Rules has bien amended 
requiring preliminary verification of qualifying service in respect of employees 
who have completed 25 years of service or 5. years before retirement. 
Government have not so far incorporated in Kerala Service Rules, provision 
identical to those contained in Rule 32, Cen ral Civil Service (Pension ) Rules. 
It is therefre desired that provisions similar to those contained in the 
amended rule 32 of the Central Civil Service (Pension ) Rules, 1972 are 
incorporated in Kerala Service Rules, Part III also 


Form 5 and 8 appended to Central Civil Service (Pension ) Rules have 
been amended permitting the production of separate photographs of the 
husband and wife for family pnsion where 18 not possible to furnish joint 
photographs. Government therefore consider the desirability of amending 
Form No. II of Kerala Service Rules, Part III on the lines of the Central 
Civil Service (Pension) Rules. 

In Form No. 7 of Central Civil Service (Pension ) Rules an additional 
foot note requiring that in cases of compulsory retirement, pension papers 
should be forwarded to Audit Office even in the absence of Form No. 5 has 
been incorporated .

BILL 
to regulate the employment of headload workers in the State of Kerala 

and to make provision for their welfare , for the settlement of 
disputes in respect of their employment or non -employment and 
for matters connected therewith . 

Preamble . — WHEREAS it is expedient to regulate the employ 
ment of headload workers in the State of Kerala and to make provi 
sion for their welfare, for the settlement of disputes in respect of 
their employment or non -employment and for matters connecled 
therewith ; 
BE it enacted in Twenty - eighth Year of the 

Republic of 
India as follows: 


CHAPTER I 
Preliminary 


1. Sllort title, extent and commencement.- ( 1) This Act may be 
called the Kerala Headload workers Act, 1977. 

(2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of Kerala; 

( 3 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Government may, 
by notification in the Gazette, appoint, and different dates may be 
appointed for different areas and for different provisions of this Act 
and for different establishments. 

2. Definitions. In this Act , unless the context otherwise 
requires 

( a ) " adolescent" means a person who has completed his 
fifteenth year of age but has not completed his eighteenth year of age ; 

(b ) " adult" means a person who has completed his eighteenth 
year of age ; 

(c ) " appellate authority" , in relation to any area, means the 
appellate authority appointed under section 4 for that area ; 

(a ) " Board " means a Board constituted under section 13; 
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(e ) " Conciliation Officer" , in relation to any area , means the 
Conciliation Officer appointed under section 3 for that area; 

if) " contractor " , in relation to an establishment, means a 
person who undertakes to execute any work for such establishment 
by engaging headload workers on hire or otherwise , or who supplies 
headload workers as individuals or in groups for the purpose of 
engaging them in such establishment and includes a sub -contractor 
and a broker; 

(8 ) " dispute " means any dispute or difference between 
employers and employers or between employers and headload 
workers . or between headload workers and headload workers, which 
is connected with the employment or non - employment or the terms 
of employment or the conditions of employment, of any headload 
worker . 

Explanation .-- Where any employer discharges, dismisses, re 
trenches or otherwise terminates the services of, or denies employ 
ment to, an individual headload worker, any dispute or difference 
between that headload worker and his employer connected with , or 
arising out of, such discharge, dismissal, retrenchment, termination 
or denial of employment shall be deemed to be a dispute notwith 
standing that no other headload worker or any union of headload 
workers is a party to the dispute ; 

(h ) " employer” , in relation to a headload worker engaged by 
or through a contractor, means the principal employer and , in relation 
to any other headload worker , means the person who has ultimate 
control over the affairs of the establishment in or for which the 
headload worker is employed and includes any other person to whom 
the affairs of such establishment are entrusted , whether such person 
is called an agent, manager or by any other name prevailing in such 
establishment; 

(i) " establishment" means an establishment specified in the 
Schedule and includes the precincts thereof ; 

ü ) " family " means husband , wife , dependent parents, minor 
children and unmarried or widowed daughters ; 

(k ) " fund" means a fund constituted under a scheme; 

(1) " headload worker " means a person engaged directly or 
through a contractor in or for an establishment, whether for wages 
or not , for loading or unloading or carrying on head or person or in 
a trolly any article or articles in or from or to a vehicle or any place 
in such establishment, but does not include a person engaged by an 
individual for his private use; 

(m ) " Inspector" means an Inspector appointed under section 5 ; 
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(n ) " minor " means a person who has not completed his fifteenth 
year of age ; 

(0 ). " principal employer " means an employer who engages a 
headload worker by or through a contractor in any establishment; 

(p ) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under 
this Act; 

( 9 ) " scheme" means a scheme made under this Act; 

(r) " wages" means all remuneration , whether payable in cash 
or in kind, which would , if the terms of employment, express or 
implied , were fulfilled , be payable to a headload worker employed 
in an establishment or l or work done in such establishment, but does 
not include 

(i) the value of - 

(A ) any house accommodation , supply of light, water or 
medical attendance; or 

( B ) any other amenity or service excluded lry general or 
special crder of the Government; or 

(ii) any contribution paid by the employer to any pension 
fund or any scheme of social insurance and the interest which may 
have accrued thereon ; or 

(iii) any travelling allowance or value of any travelling 
concession ; or 

(iv) any sum paid to a headload worker to defray special 
expenses entailed on him by the nature of his employment; or 

(v ), any gratuity payable on discharge; or 
(vi) any, bonus. 


CHAPTER II 
Conciliation Officers , appellate authorities and Inspectors 
3. Appointment of Conciliation Officers.-- The Government inay; by 
notification in the Gazette , appoint for any area specified therein any 
officer of the Labour Department not below the rank of Deputy 
Labour Officer to be a Conciliation Officer for the 

purpose of 
performing the functions entrusted to the Conciliation Officer by 
or under this Act. 

4. Appellate authorities. - The Governinent may , by notification in 
the Gazette, appoint for any area specified therein an officer of the 
Labour Department not below the rank of Deputy Labour Commis 
sioner to be an appellate authority for the purpose of performing the 
functions of the appellate authority under this Act. 


5. Inspectors .- (1 ) The Government may , by notification in the 
Gazette , appoint 

(a ) such officers , or 

(b ) such persons as possess the prescribed qualifications, 
they think fit to be Inspectors for the purposes of this Act and 
define as the local limits within which they shall exercise their 
powers . 

( 2) Subject to any rules made in this behalf , an Inspector may , 
within the local limits for which he is appointed , - 

(a ) enter at all reasonable hours with such assistants as he 
thinks fit, any establishment wherein headload workers are employed 
or where from work is given out to headload workers , for the purpose 
of examining any register , record of wages or notices required to be 
kept or exhibited under any scheme or rule made under this Act and 
require the production thereof either on the spot or in the office of 
the Inspector; 

(1 ) examine any person found in any such establishment, if he 
has reasonable cause to believe that such person is a headload worker 
employed therein or to whom work is given therefrom ; 

(c ) require any person giving any work to headload 
worker or a group of headload workers to give any information , 
which is in his power to give, in respect of the name and address 
of each of the persons to whom the work is given and in respect of 
payments made or to be made for the said work ; 

(d ) seize or take copies of such registers, records of wages 
or notices or portions thereof , as he may consider relevant 

in 
respect of an offence under this Act or any scheme or rule made 
thereunder which he has reason to believe has been committed by 
an employer; and 

(e ), exercise such other powers as may be prescribed . 

( 3 ) Every employer shall afford an Inspector all reasonable 
facilities for making an entry , inspection , examination or inquiry 
under this Act. 
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CHAPTER III 
Hours and Limitations of Employment and Wages 
6 . Hours of Work .--Save as otherwise expressly provided in 
this Act, no adult headload worker shall be required to work for 
more than eight hours in any day and no adolescent or child head 
loail worker shall be required to work for more than six lours in 
any day: 
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Provided that nothing contained in this section shall be deemed 
to prohibit an agreement between the employer and the headload 
workers for working for less than eight hours or six hours , as the 
case may be , on any particular day or days or on all days of 
employment or to affect any custom or practice prevailing in the 
locality under which the headload worker is required to work for 
less than eight hours or six hours, as the case may be. 
7. Daily intervals for rest . The period of work on 

each day 
shall be so fixed that no period shall exceed three hours of continuous 
work and no headload worker shall work for more than three hours 
continuously before he has had an interval for rest for at least half 
an hour. - 

8. Wagés payable to headloud workers . - Every employer shall 
pay to any headload worker employed by him such wages as may be 
prescribed ; and different wages may be prescribed for different esta 
blishment and for different kinds of work . 

9. Wages for work between 6 p . m . and 6 a . m . - Where a head . 
load worker is required by an employer to work at any time between 
6 p . m . and 6 a . m ., he shall be paid such additional wages as may be 
prescribed . 

10. Enforcement of payment of wages.- (1 ) If any employer 
pays less than the wages due to a headload worker or refuses to 
pay such wages , the headload worker or an official of the Union of 
which he is a member may make an application to the Conciliation 
Officer for a direction under sub -section ( 2 ) . 

( 2 ) On receipt of an application under sub -section ( 1) , the 
Conciliation Officer shall, after giving the applicant and the employer 
an opportunity of being heard and after such inquiry , if any, which 
he may consider necessary, direct, - 

(a) in the case of a claim arising out of the payment of less 

than the wages , the payment to the headload worker of 
the amount by which the wages payable to him exceeds 

the amount actually paid by the employer ; 
(b ) in the case of a claim arising out of non -payment of 

wages , the payment of wages due to the headload worker . 
( 3 ) If as a result of a direction under sub -section ( 2 ), any 
amount of the wages becomes payable to a headload worker , the 
Conciliation Officer shall, if the amount is not paid in accordance 
with his direction , make a report to the Collector specifying the full 
particulars regarding the amount of the wages due to the headload 
worker , and on receipt of such report the Collector shall proceed to 
recover the same from the employer as if it were an arrear of public 
revenue due on land. 
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Explanation . In this sub -section and section 30 , " Collector " 
means the District Collector or any other Oficer appointed by the 
Government to exercise the powers and perform the functions of a 
Collector under the Kerala Revenue Recovery Act, 1968 ( 15 of 1968 ) . 

11. Appeal.- ( 1) Against any order passed by a Conciliation 
Officer under section 10 , an appeal shall lie to the appellate authority 
within a period of thirty days from the date of the order appealed 
against and the decision of the appellate authority on such appeal 
shall be final. 

( 2 ) The appellate authority shall have no powers to stay the 
operation of the order of the Conciliation Officer pending disposal 
of the appeal except for good and sufficient reasons to be recorded 
in writing. 

CHAPTER IV 

Sebenie 
12. Scheme.- (1) The Government may, by notification in the 
Gazette , make one or more scheme or schemes for any employment 
or group of employments in one or more area or areas specified in 
the notification , and by similar notification add to , amend or vary 
any such scheme or substitute another scheme for any such scheme: 

Provided that no such notification shall come into force unless 
a draft is published in the Gazette and unless it is finalised after 
considering objections and suggestions received within one month 
of the publication of such draft in the Gazette . 

( 2 ) A scheme made under sub -section ( 1 ) may provide for all 
or any of the following matters , namely : 

( a ) for the welfare of headload workers ; 
(b ) for lealth and safety measures for headload workers ; 

( c ) for the constitution of fund or funds including 
provident fund for the benefit of headload workers, the vesting of 
such funds, the payment of contributions to be made to such 
funds and all matters relating thereto ; 

( d ) for the manner in which , and the persons by whom , 
the cost of operating the scheme is to be defrayed , including any 
contributions to be paid by employers and headload workers and 
the rate of such contribution ; 

(e ) for appointing persons and authorities who or which are 
to be responsible for the administration of the scheme and for the 
administration of funds constituted for the purposes aforesaid ; 

(I) for such incidental and supplementary matters as may 
be necessary or expedient for giving effect to the purposes of the 
scheme ; 


any 
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(g ) generally for making better provision as regards . the 
terms and conditions of employment of lieadload workers . 

( 3) If any question arises whether any scheme applies to any 
class of headload workers or employees , 

the matter shall be 
referred to the Government whose decision thereon shall be final. 

(4 ) The Government may, by notification in the Gazette, add 
to the Schedule any establishment in respect of the headload workers 
whereof they are of opinion that a scheme should be made under 
this Act, and thereupon the establishment so added shall be deemed 
to be an establishment specified in the Schedule for the purposes 
of this Act . 

(5 ) Every notification under sub -section (1 ) shall be laid , as 
soon as may be after it is issued , before the Legislative Assembly , 
while it is in session , for a total period of fourteen days which may 
be comprised in one session or in two successive sessions, and if , 
before the expiry of the session in which it is so laid or the session 
immediately following , the Legislative Assembly makes any modi 
fication in the notification or decides that the 

hould 
not be issued , the notification shall thereafter have effect only in 
such modified form or be of no effect , as the case may be ; so 
however that any such modification or annulment shall be without 
prejudice to the validity of anything previously done under that 
notification . 


CHAPTER V 

Board 


13. Board.- ( 1 ) The Government may , by notification in the 
Gazette , establish a Board to be known by such name as may be 
specified in the notification , for one or more establishment or 
establishments in any area or areas . 

(2 ) Every such Board shall be a body corporate with the name 
specified , having perpetual succession and common seal, with power 
to acquire, hold and dispose of property and to contract and may , 
by that name, sue or be sued . 

( 3 ) The Board shall consist of members nominated from time 
to time by the Government representing the employers, the neadload 
workers and the Government. 

(4 ) . The members representing the employers and the headload 
workers shall be equal in number. 

(5 ) The Government shall appoint one of the members of Board 
to be its Chairman . 
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(6 ) After nominations of all the members of the Board and 
the appointinent of the Chairman , the Government shall publish 
their names in the Gazette. 

( 7 ) The term of office of the members of the Board shall be 
such as may be prescribed : 

Provided that the Government may, at any time, by notification 
in the Gazette , remove any member from office. 

(8 ) The Board shall exercise such powers and perform such 
functions and shall follow such procedure as may be specified in 
the scheme or the rules made under this Act. 

( 9 ) In the exercise of the powers and the discharge of its 
functions, the Board shall be bound by such directions as the 
Government may give to it, from time to time. 

14. Appointment of Officers for assisting the Board .- (1) The 
Government may appoint such number of Officers as they think 
fit for assisting the Board in the exercise of its powers and the 
discharge of its functions under this Act . 

(2 ) The Officers appointed under sub -section (1 ) shall exercise 
such powers and discharge such duties as may be prescribed . 

15 . Dissolution of Board.- (1 ) The Government may , by noti 
fication in the Gazette, direct that the Board shall be dissolved 
from such date as may be specified in the notification ; 

(2) When the Board is dissolved under sub -section (1), 

( a ) all members , notwithstanding that their term of office 
has not expired , shall , from the date of the dissolution , be deemed 
to have vacated their offices as such members; 

(b ) all powers and duties of the Board shall, during the 
period of dissolution , be exercised and performed by such person 
or persons as the Government may appoint in that behalf; and 

( c ) all funds and other properties vested in the Board shall, 
during the period of dissolution , vest in the Government . 

( 3 ) The Government may, at any time, reconstitute the Board 
in accordance with the provisions of this Act . 


CHAPTER VI 

Disputes 
16. Settlement of disputes.- ( 1 ) Where a dispute which is con 
nected with the employment or non - employment or the terms of 
employment or with the conditions of work , of any headload 
worker exists or is apprehended , the Conciliation Officer may 


hold conciliation proceedings and shall, for the purpose of bring 
ing about a settlement of the dispute without delay , investigate 
the same and all matters afiecting the merits and the right settle . 
ment thereof and may do all such things as he thinks tit for the 
purpose of promoting a fair and amicable settlement of the dis 
pute . 

(2 ) If a settlement of the dispute or of any of the matters 
in dispute is arrived at in the course of conciliation proceedings, 
the Conciliation Officer shall send a report thereof to the appellate 
authority . 

(3 ) If a settlement of the dispute or any of the matters in 
dispute is not arrived at , the Conciliation Officer shall take a 
decision on the dispute or , as the case may be, on the matters in 
respect of which no settlement has been arrived at and shall send 
a report of the dispute with a copy of his decision to the appellate 
authority. 

(4 ) The decision of the Conciliation Officer under sub -section 
(3 ) - shall , subject to the decision of the appellate authority under 
sub -section (6 ), be binding on all parties to the dispute . 

(5 ) Any person aggrieved by any decision of the Conciliation 
Officer under sub -section (3) may, within such time as may be 
prescribed , appeal to the appellate authority against such decision . 

(6 ) On receipt of an appeal under sub -section (5 ), the appeilate 
authority shall make such inquiries as it deems fit and decide 
the appeal within a period of two weeks from the date of receipt 
of the appeal. 

(7 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in any law for the 
time being in force, the appellate authority shall not stay the 
operation of the decision of the Conciliation Officer pending its 
decision on the appeal except for good and sufficient reasons to 
be recorded in writing. 

17. Reference or decision of disputes by Government.- (1 ) Not 
withstanding anything contained in section 16 , where any dis 
pute exists or is apprehended, the Government may, hy order in 
writing and for reasons to be stated therein ,-- 

(a ) refer the dispute to the appellate authority consti 
tuted for the area in which the dispute exists or is apprehended . 
for decision ; or 

(b ) decide the dispute themselves. 

(2 ) Where a dispute is referred to an appellate authority 
under clause ( a ) of sub -section ( 1 ) , that authority shall decide 
the dispute as if the reference by the Government were an appeal 
under sub - section ( 5 ) of section 16 . 
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(3 ) The decision of the Government referred to in clause (b ; 
of sub -section ( 1 ) shall be final and shall be given effect to by 
the parties to the dispute forthwith . 


CHAPTER VII 

Workmen s Compensation 
18. Application of Workmen s Compensation Act to headload 
workers .-- The provisions of the Workmen s Compensation Act, 1923 
(Central Act 8 of 1923) and the rules made thereunder shall 
mutatis mutandis apply to the headload workers employed in any 
establishment, and, for that purpose , they shall be deemed to be 
workmen within the meaning of that Act. 


CHAPTER VIII 


Registers and Records 


19. Kegister of headload workers .- (1) Such authority or officer 
as may be prescribed shall prepare a register of headload workers 
residing within its or his jurisdiction . 

( 2 ) The register shall contain such particulars as may be 
prescribed . 

( 3) The register shall be maintained by the authority or officer , 
as the case may be, in such manner , as may be prescribed . 

20. Maintenance of registers and records by employers.- ( 1 ) 
Every employer shall maintain such registers and records as 
may be prescribed . 

( 2 ) The registers and records referred to in sub -section ( 1 ) 
shall contain such particulars and shall be countersigned by such 
officer and shall be kept in such place, as may be prescribed . 


CHAPTER IX 


Penalties and Procedure 


21. Penalty for obstructions.- ( 1 ) Whoever obstructs any Ins 
pector or Conciliation Officer or appellate authority in the dis 
charge of his or ils duties under this Act or refuses or wilfully 
neglects to afford any Inspector reasonable facilities for making 
any inspection , examination or inquiry authorised by or under 
this Act shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which 
may extend to six months, or with fine which may extend to 
one thousand rupees, or with both . 
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(2 ) Whoever wilfully refuses to produce on the demand of an 
Inspector or a Conciliation Officer or an appellate authority any 
register or other document kept in pursuance of this Act or prevents 
or attempts to prevent or does anything which he has reason to 
believe is likely to prevent any person from appearing before , or 
being examined by, an Inspector or a Conciliation 

Officer or an 
appellate authority acting in pursuance of his or its duties under 
this Act, shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which 
may extend to six months, or with fine which may extend to one 
thousand rupees , or with both . 

22. Penalty for making false statements, etc. - Whoever for the 
purpose of avoiding any payment to be made by him under this Act 
or under a scheme or for enabling any other person to avoid such 
payment, knowingly makes or causes to be made any false statement 
or false representation , shall be punishable with imprisonment for 
a term which may extend to six months, or with fine which may 
extend to one thousand rupees, or with both . 

23. Other penalties. - Whoever contravenes or makes default in 
complying with any of the provisions of this Act or a Scheme or of 
any rule made under this Act shall , if no other penalty is elsewhere 
provided by or under this Act for such contravention or non 
compliance , be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may 
extend to six months, or with fine which may extend to one thousand 
rupees. or with both , and in the case of a continuing contravention , 
with an additional fine which may extend to one hundred rupees 
for every day during which such contravention continues after 
conviction for the first such contravention . 


24. Enhanced penalty after previous conviction . If any person 
who has been convicted of any offence punishable under this Act is 
again found guilty of an offence involving a contravention of the 
same provision , he shall be punishable on a subsequent conviction 
with imprisonment for a term which may extend to one year or 
with fine which may extend to two thousand rupees, or with both . 


25. Offences by companies.- (1) Where an offence under this Act 
has been committed by a company , every person who at the time 
the offence was committed was in charge of , and was responsible 
to , the company for the conduct of the business of the company, as 
well as the company shall be deemed to be guilty of the offence and 
shall be liable to be proceeded against and punished accordingly : 

Provided that nothing contained in this sub -section shail render 
any such person liable to any punishment if he proves that the 
offence was committed without his knowledge or that he exercised 
all due diligence to prevent the commission of such offence, 
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( 2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -section (1 ) , 
where an offence under this Act has been committed with the consent 
or connivance of, or is attributable to any neglect on the part of. 
any Director, Manager , Secretary or other officer of the company 
such Director, Manager , Secretary or other officer shall also be deemed 
to be guilty of that offence and shall be liable to be proceeded agains! 
and punished accordingly . 

Explanation .- For the purposes of this section 

(a ) " Company" means any body corporate and includes a firm 
or other association of individuals; and 

6 ) " director " . in relation to a firm , means a partner in the 
firm . 

26. Cognizance of offence.- No court shall take cognizance of any 
offence punishable under this Act, except on complaint made by, 
or with the previous sanction in writing of, the Government or an 
officer authorised by the Government in that behalf, and no court 
inferior to that of a Judicial Magistrate of the First Class shall try 
any offence punishable under this Act. 
• 27. Limitation of prosecutions. - No court shall take cognizance 
of an offence punishable under this Act unless complaint thereof is 
made within three months from the date on which the alleged 
commission of the offence comes to the knowledge of the Govern . 
ment or the officer authorised under section 26 . 


CHAPTER X 
Miscellaneous 


28. Bar of jurisdiction of civil courts.- No Civil Court shall 
entertain any suit or other proceedings to set aside or modify any 
order or decision passed by any authority or officer under this Act 
in respect of any of the matters falling within its or his scope . 

29.. Power to take evidence on oath , etc. - Any authority or officer 
exercising powers under this Act shall have the same powers as are 
vested in a Civil Court under the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 
(Central Act 5 of 1908 ), when trying a suit, in respect of the following 
matters, namely : 

(a) enforcing the attendance of any person and examining him 

on oath ; 
(b ) requiring the discovery and production of documents ; 
( c) receiving evidence on affidavit; 
(d ) issuing commissions for the examination of witnesses, 

(e ) such other matters as may be prescribed ; 
and any proceeding before such authority or officer shall be deemed 
to be a judicial proceeding within the meaning of sections 193 and ..

228 and for the purposes of section 196 , of the Indian Penal Code 
(Central Act 45 of 1860 ). 

30 . Recovery of money due from employer.- (1 ) Where any 
money is due to a headload worker under a settlement or decision 
referred to in sub -section (2 ) or sub -section ( 3) or sub -section (6 ) 
uf section 16 or section 17 , the headload worker himself or any other 
person authorised by him in that behalf or , in the case of death 
of the headload worker, his assignees or heirs , may, without prejudice 
to any other mode of recovery , make an application to the appellate 
authority for the recovery of the money due to him and if the 
appellate authority is satisfied that any money is so due, it shall 
issue a certificate to the Collector for the recovery of the amount as 
if it were an arrear of public revenue due on land : 

Provided that every such application shall be made within one 
year from the date on which the money became due to the headload 
worker . 

( 2 ) Any amount due from an employer as contribution to any 
fund and any other amount due from an employer under this Act 
or a scheme or rule made under this Act may, if the amount is in 
arrear , be recovered as it were an arrear of public revenue due on 
land . 


31. Power to recover damages -- Where an employer nakes 
default in the payment of any contribution to the fund , the Govern 
ment may recover from him such damages , not exceeding twenty 
five per cent of the amount of arrears, as they think fit. 


32. Recovery of money due from headload workers.- Where any 
money - is due to an employer by a headload worker under a settle 
ment or decision referred to in sub - section (2 ) or sub - section ( 3 ) or 
sub - section (6 ) of section 16 or section 17 the employer himself or 
any other person authorised by him in that behalf or, in the case 
of death of the employer , his assignees or theirs may , without 
prejudice to any other mode of recovery , make an application to 
the appellate authority for the recovery of the money due to him 
and if the appellate authority is satisfied that any money is so due, 
it shall order the payment of such money in such number of easy 
instalinents as may be determined by it. 

33. Members of Boara, etc., to be public servants. - Every member 
of the Board and every officer appointed under this Act shall be 
deemed to be a public servant within the meaning of section 2 ) of 
the Indian Penal Code (Central Act 45 of 1860) . 

34. Power to remove difficulties .-- If any difficulty - arises in giving 
effect to the provisions of this Act or a scheme or any award or 
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settlement under this Act, the Governmentmay , by order, do anything 
not inconsistent with such provisions which appears to them necessary 
or expedient for the purpose of removing the difficulty . 


35. Protection of action taken in good faith . - No suit, prosecution 
or other legal proceedings shall lie against the Government or any 
authority or officer in respect of anything which is in good faith 
done or intended to be done in pursuance of this Act or the scheme 
or any rule or order made under this Act. 


36. Power to make rules .- (1 ) The Government may, by notifica 
tion in the Gazette, make rules to carry out the purposes of this 
Act . 


(2 ) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the 
foregoing power , such rules may provide for 

(a ) the obligations of headload workers and employers ; 


!b ) for regulating the entry into the scheme of headloail 
workers , the registration of headload workers and employers, 
removal either temporarily or permanently of names from the 
registers and appeals against such removal to the appellate authority 
and the imposition of fees for registration ; 

(c ) for regulating the employment of headload workers 
whether registered or not and the terms and conditions of such 
employment which are not specifically provided in this Act;

d ) for regulating, restricting or otherwise controlling 
employrnent by any employer of headload workers not registered in 
his establishment;

. (e) any other matter which has to be , or may be, prescribed . . 


(3 ) Every rule made under this Act shall be laid as soon as 
may be after it is made before the Legislative Assembly while it is 
in session for a total period of fourteen days, which may be com 
prised in one session or in two successive sessions, and if , before the 
expiry of the session in which it is so laid , or the session immediately 
following, the Legislative Assembly makes any modification in the 
rule or decides that the rule should not be made, the rule shall 
thereafter have effect only in such modified form or be of no effect, 
as the case may be ; so however that any such modification Or 
annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything 
previously done under that rule .

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
The Government are convinced that headload workers in this 
State are being exploited by their employers in the matter of pay 
ment of their wages and other matters connected with their welfare . 
It is , therefore, considered necessary to enact a legislation for the 
purpose of regulating the employment of headload workers in 
employments connected with trade, business , manufacture or supply 
to customers and making provision for their welfare , for the 
settlement of disputes in respect of their employer and non 
employment and for matters connected therewith . 

2. The Bill is intended to achieve the above object. 


FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 
Clause 3 of the Bill seeks to provide for the appointment of 
officers not below the rank of Deputy Labour Officers to be Con 
ciliation Officers. Clause 4 of the Bill envisages the appointment 
of officers not below the rank of Deputy Labour Commissioners to 
be appellate authorities . Clause 5 seeks to provide for the appoint 
ment of Inspectors for the purposes of the proposed legislation . 
Clause 13 seeks to empower the Government to establish Boards 
consisting of members representing employers , headload workers 
and the Government. Clause 14 seeks to provide for appointment of 
officers for assisting the Boards. 


2. It is proposed to appoint the Conciliation Officers under the 
Industrial Disputes Act and the Zonal Deputy Commissioners of 
Labour to be Conciliation Officers and appellate authorities respe . 
ctively 

and therefore no expenditure will be involved by the 
appointment of the Conciliation Officers and the appellate 
authorities . 

3. The number of Inspectors to be appointed will depend on 
the actual work load . This can be known only when the law is 
implemented . It is not, therefore, possible at this stage to estimate 
with any degree of accuracy the 

number of Inspectors to be 
appointed or the expenditure to be incurred by the appointment of 
the Inspectors. 


4. Even though the expenditure on account of the Boards and 
the staff shall be met from the Funds to be established under the 
schemes made under be proposed legislation , it will be necessary to 
meet such expenditure by the Government initially and to recoup it 
later from the Boards. It is presumed that the required number of 
Boards will be established immediately after the commencement of 
the legislation and that they will find enough resources to meet 
their administrative expenditure within a period of six months of 
their establishment. It is estimated that an amount of Rs 1 lakh 
will have to be advanced to the Boards. 


MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


Sub - clause (3 ) of clause 1 of the Bill seeks to provide that the 
Act shall come into force on such date as the Government may by 
notification in the Gazette appoint. Clause 3 seeks to empower the 
Government to appoint Officers of the Labour Department not below 
the rank of Deputy Labour Officer to be Conciliation Officers and 
clause 4 seeks to empower the Government to appoint Officers of 
the Labour Department not below the rank of Deputy Labour 
Commissioner to be appellate authorities . Clause 5 seeks to em 
power the Government to appoint Inspectors. According to clause 8 
the wages to be paid to headload workers have to be prescribed by 
Government. Clause 9 seeks to empower the Government to 
prescribe additional wages for work between 6 p.m. and 6 a.m. 
Clause 12 seeks to empower the Government to make by notification 
in the Gazette , one or more schemes for any establishment or group 
of establishments in one or more areas specified in the notification 
and also to add to , amend or vary any such scheme or substitute 
another scheme for any such scheme. The notification has to be 
finalised after publishing a draft thereof and after considering 
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objections and suggestions received within one month of the publi 
cation of the draft. A schememay provide inter -alia for the welfare 
of headload workers, for the health and safety measures for head . 
load workers , for the constitution of funds, the vesting of such 
funds, the payment of contributions to such funds and generally 
for such other matters incidental as may be decined it . Sub - clause 
(4 ) of clause 12 seeks to empower the Government to add to the 
schedule any establishment if they are of opinion that a scheme 
should be made in respect of that establishment. Clause 13 seeks 
to empower the Government to establish by notification in the 
Gazette a Board for one or more establishments in any area or areas . 
The members and Chairman of the Board have to be appointed by 
the Government. The term of the Chairman and other members of 
the Board shall be such as may be prescribed , provided that the 
Government may at any time by notification in the Gazette 
remove any member from office . The powers , 

functions and 
procedure of the Board shall be such as may be specified in the 
scheme or the rules. Sub - clause ( 9 ) of the clause empowers the 
Government to issue directions to the Board . Clause 14 secks to 
empower the Government to appoint such number of Officers as 
they think fit for assisting the Board . Such Officers shall exercise 
such powers and discharge such duties as may be prescribed . 
Clause 15 seeks to empower the Government to dissolve the Board 
by notification in the Gazette , to appoint persons to exercise and 
performs the powers and duties of the Board and to reconstitute the 
Board at any time. Clause 17 seeks to empower the Government to 
refer any dispute to the appellate authority or to decide any dispute 
themselves. Clause 19 seeks to empower the Government to 
prescribe the authorities or Officers who shall prepare registers of 
headload workers. The particulars to be contained in the registers 
and the manner in which they shall be maintained shall be as 
prescribed by the Government. Clause 20 seeks to empower the 
Government to prescribe the registers and records to be maintained 
by the employers and the particulars which they should contain and 
also the Officer by whom they shall be countersigned and the place 
where they shall be kept. Clause 26 seeks to provide that no court 
shall take cognisance of any offence punishable under the Act 
except . on complaint made by or with the previous sanction in 
writing of the Government or an Officer authorised by the Govern 
ment in that behalf. Clause 29 seeks to provide that any authority 
or Officer in exercising powers under the Act shall have the same 
powers a s are vested in a Civil Court when trying a suit in respect 
of such matters (other than those specifically stated in the clause ) as 
may be prescribed . Clause 34 seeks to empower the Governinent to 
make orders not inconsistent with the provisions of the Act to 
remove difficulties which may arise in giving effect to the provisions 
of the, Act or a scheme or any award or settlement under the Act.

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Clause 36 seeks to empower "the Government to make rules to carry 
out the purpose of the Act. Such rules may provide inter - alia for 
the obligations of headload workers and employers, for regulating 
the entry into the scheme of headload workers, for regulating the 
employment of headload workers and any other matter which has 
to be or may be prescribed . 


The matters in respect of which schemes or rules may be made 
or notification , order or direction may be issued are matters of an 
administrative or routine nature or matters of procedure . Further 
the schemes and the rules have to be laid before the Legislative 
Assembly . The delegation of legislative power is, therefore , of a 
normal character .

Explanatory Note 
( This note does not form part of the notification but is intended to indicate 
its general purport). 

The Vandanmettu Panchayat in its resolution No. I dated 12-4-1976 
has requested for the bifurcation of the existing Panchayat and for the formation 
of new Panchayat of " Chakkupallom " carving out the portions of the existing 
Vandanmettu Panchayat. Necessary objections and suggestions have also 
been called for from the Panchayat as per Notice No. 410877C4/76 /LA & SWD 
dated 6-11-1976 . Government agree to the proposal and since it is not 
possible now to conduct election to the said Panchayats, Government consider 
it necessary to constitute Administrative Committees to the newly formed 
Vandanmettu and Chakkupallom Panchayats. This notification is intended 
to achieve the above objects. 
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
